Qualification Tests will be given at 
more than 900 testing centers on Thur 
sday, April 22, 1954. 

Applicants for the tests will mail 
applications .to the Educational Test- 
ing Service in self-addressed envelopes 
which registrants may secure from local 
draft boards upon request. Bulletins 
of information concerning the tests are 
also available at the local boards. 

To be eligible to apply for the Sel- 
ective Service tests a student must: 
(1) intend to request deferment as a 
student; (2) be satisfactorily pursuing 
a full-time course of instruction; and 
(3) must not previously have taken the 
qualification test. 

The present criteria for deferment 
as an undergraduate’student are either 
a satisfactory score (79) on the qualifi- 
cation test or specified rank among the 
male members of the class (upper half 
of freshman class, upper two thirds of 
sophomore class, or upper three fourths 
of junior class). 

Students accepted for admission to 
or in attendance at a graduate school 
prior to July 1, 1951, satisfy the cri- 
teria if their work is satisfactory. 
Graduate students admitted or attending 
after July 1, 1951, must have ranked 
among the upper half of the male mem- 


bers of their senior class or make a 


score of 75 or better on the qualifica-— 


tion test. 


General Hershey has emphasized 
many times that these criteria are mere- 
ly flexible yard sticks and it is not 
mandatory for local boards to follow 


them. The standards may be raised or 


lowered any time in accordance with | -
